No trains have arrived from 
Hongkong since the typhoon broke. 
The British section of the Kowloon- 
Canton railway Is reported to: have 
been washed out In. several places. 

All telephonic and wireless com- 
munication with Hongkong and 
Shanghai are disrupted. A Reuter 
messuge from the north was the 
first intimation here of the havoc 
of the storm at Hongkong. Later, 
calls for assistance were picked up 
by steamers in port from vessels In

Barnett at the Kowloon Maglstracy 
yesterday with assaulting Che Lal- 
tsun, a 14-year-old girl who was one 
of the victims of the mob. 

. Police Sergeant J. H. Cordeux 
sald there had been three instances 
of a mob attacking individuals, the 
Rirl’s case being the third. She had 
been accused by-someone of being 
paid by the Japanese to polson the 
Chinese, and had been set upon by a 
lurge number of. peopje in Portland 
Street. _ Defendant had been one of 
them, and was seen .using his 


| wooden clogs on the girl. 


The girl was rescued and brought 
to Mongkok Police Station, but the 
mob gathered round the building and 
were not dispersed until the Pollce 
reserves had been called out. 

Addressing defendant, the Magis- 
trate sald: - 

“Listen: No form of antl-Japanese 
upitation Js going to be tolerated in 
this Colony. You Chinese are guests 
in thls Colony and so are the Ja- 
panese—you must behave as guests 
in the host’s house. No kind of 
outside politics is going to be alowed 
to interfere with the peuce of: the 
Colony. 

“Let me tel you and your friends 
that if this kind of thing goes on, 
they wil be committed to the 
Supreme Court for trial by the 
Chief Justice, who will have them 
fogged.” 

After regretting that he himself 
wns unable to impose a flogging, 
his Worshlp sentenced defendant to 
one month’s hard labour with .the 
option of a fine, and fined him $25 
or a further month. In addition he

Relief Assuclation held a tea-party 
reception for local Chinese and for- 
eign pressmen oat the China Mer- 
chants’ Club, in the Afth floor of 
Chinn Building, — yesterday afters, 
noon, and an outline of the aims of 
the club were given in o speech in 
Chinese by Mrs. Li Shu-piu, who 
said In part: 


On behalf of the Board of. Chair- 
men and the members of the stand- 
ing committee of the Hongkong 
Women’s Wounded Soldiers Relief 
Association, I wish to extend to you 
our most hearty welcome for your 
Presence to-day. 

Since the war started we Chinese 
women in Hongkong feel that the 
time has come fer’ us to overlouk: 
all Our personal comforts in order 
to help our country in whatever 
small ways we cun; With this view 
in mind, a group of friends started 
to form a smalk organisation in 
order to collect money and materiuls 
from among our friends to send up 
to the north. 

Our one object is to secure enough, 
and a continuous supply, of funds in 
order that medical supplies such as 
gauze, cotton, bandages, pyjamas, 
bed spreads, pillow cases, ‘surgical 
towels and first-nid’ patkages cnn be 
sent continuously to all hospitals 
and organisations for the relief of 
-the wounded so Jong as they are 
needed,

WEATHER OF AUGUST 


SUNSHINE LESS THAN NORMAL 
FOR THE MONTH 


The month of August in the 
Colony opened with a short spell of 
very warm sunny weather. From 
the 5th. to the 17th, the weather was 
mainly cloudy and showery, with 
south-westerly winds; temperatures 
were «slightly above normal, and 
thunder was frequent during this 
period; From the 17th. until the 
end of the month a persistent trourh 
of low pressure extended across the 
China Sea; plving comparatively cool 
easterly winds jn Hongkong; the 
weather during this period was vari- 
able; there were several sunny days, 
and some short spells of cloudy’ 
weather with frequent rain. No 
typhoon seriously affected the 
Colony during the month, 

The mean temperature for 
month was 82.2°F, which fs 0.5° 
above, normal. A .maximum of 
93.0° was recorded on the 2nd_ and 
A minimum of 75.0" on the 22nd., 
The mean relative humidity was 
80% against a normal of 83%. 

Sunshine was deficient, amount- 
ing) to only 125 hours, which is 79 
hours less than normal. The total 
ralnfall was 14.35 inches, which is 
slightly above normal.

Medical: Relief for China— 
ok _An Appeal - 


To the Editor, 
a Hongkong -Telegraph 

Sir,—May I request you to publish 
in your esteemed paper the following 
opp on behalf of the hundreds of 
thousands of refugees and other war 
sufferers of Shanghal, who since the 
first shell was flred on August 
have had te face*unbellevable hard- 
ships. 

. Roughly speaking, Shanghal may 
be said to consist of three parts—the 
International Settlement (with one 
million inhnbltants), the French Con- 
cession (with 500,000 Inhabitants) 
nnd Greater Shanghal (neluding the 
anvient walled city with 2% million 
inhabitants). The most intense bomn- 
berdment has been concentrated upon 
the Chinese Controlled area com- 
prising the congested” manufacturing 
district of Chupei, the two rallway 
stations, Pootung (on the other alde 
of the Whampoo River), the beautl- 
{ul.-newly ,built Clvic Centre at 
Kjangwan, and Woosung (fourteen 
miles out at the junction of the River 
Whumpoo and Yangtsze). Chinese 
comprise about 94 per cent of the 
population whether in the Settlement, 
the Concession or Greater Shunghat 
und therefore have suffered in pre- 
portion in the way of deaths, wounds 
and material effects. If not struck 
immediately dead or more or Icss 
wounded many of these people have 
Jest thelr entire possessions, and have 
barely the clothes they wear on their 
bodies. Women and children have 
bee t destitute after the loss of 

wase-carning members of the 
ly. The desolation {s the more 
s us because of, the widespread 
destruction of factories, Inatitutlons 
and Industri; lants, thus throwing 
tens of thousands of workmen and 
women out of employment to face 
rvation or  denth. There 1s 
shortage of practically everything— 
living, quarters, food, money, cloth- 
ing, hospital supplics and medicines. 
For this reason, I have urged my in- 
fluential and charitabie friends of 
both sexes to organise war-relief com- 
mittees, so that the above-mentioned 
necessities may be collected and 
quickly distributed for urgent pur- 
poses. _ 

In several towns of Java. and 
Sumatra and at Singapore, Kuala 
Lumpur, Ipoh, Taiping ond Penang 
such committees have been formed, 
and it Js hoped that thelr humane 
efforts will minimise considerably th¢ 
distress and misery heaped upon in- 
nocent victims of the great struggle. 

For the benefit of those willing to 
help and yet not knowing how to do 
so, may.I offer a few sugiestions for 
their guidance? E : 

1. Organise working committces— 
men's and women'’s—tor the various 
departments of their activities. ¢.f- 
administration, collection of monty, 
materials, ete. publicity,. packing, 
shipping, ete. 

2. Only duly authorised persons 
should be permitted to collect funds, 
supplies, clothing, cte. A central 
collecting, station should be establish- 


ed. 

3. Clothing —Any kind of clothing 
summer and = winter, is welcome 
Including shoes, caps, shirts, flannels, 
stutsy, socks, overconts, ralncouts. 
Quite a number of persons must have 
for years stored expertsive though un- 
wanted clothing; a little spring-clean- 
ing now will do food and make avall- 
able room for fashionable stulf. 

4, Bedding.—Sheets, blankets, rugs, 
coveriets, ete. will be useful. 

5. Hospital materials:

Jim Moliison, with his list of 
Atlantic flights to his credit— 
Mollison is the only one allve, 
and he }s one of the first to 
admit that there are many 
better jobs than breaking 
records, 
’ The ploncers, notably Lind- 
bergh, did their bit in popular- 
ising flying. But the spectacular 
disasters happening to men and 
women. whose names make 
front-page news always kept 
the balance needle of good: 
and bad quivering at zero. A 


few score of the heroes and 
heroines of the air have made 
“fortunes. Amy Johnson Js the 
most outstanding, with big 
money—really big monecy—pald 
to her for those world-shaking 
flights to Australia, Capetown 
and back, across the Atlantic 
and to Japan. Now, though, 
after risking her life time after 
time, she is probnbly no better 
off, financially, than some of the 
steadily-slogging air-lne pilots 
of Imperial Airways. 

Stunt flying Is more precari- 
ous than the sta,e. For three or 
four months a successful pilot 
will be living luxuriously, feted, 
presented with motor-cars, pald 
to culogise anything from 
tooth-paste to typewriters, and 
generally made to feel “in the 
money.” z 

Then, suddenly, he finds him- 
self alone. Flying is an expen- 
sive hobby. IIc must keep up a 
comparatively lavish Hfe unless 
he is to fade from the picture 
altogether, and he finds tt more 
and miore difficult to obtain 
fnancial backing for his next 
venture.

The hints are all for the benent of 
what I can only describe as the ob- 
jectionable creatures who . would 
hunt poor slugs at dead of night with 
the aid of an clectric torch.

Looking back some twenty years ago, it might be of interest 
to recall that our racing of China ponies held during the summer 
months was then known as the Gymkhana Meetings and it was run 
by a separate organisation, the defunct Hongkong Gymkhana 


Club. 


I may be accused of stretching a 
bit, but in reality there were never 
more thon half.a dozen races on the 
cord with the Inclusion of cither a 
tent-penging, Iemon-cutling, polo 
seurry or n distance handicap event 
at every meeting. During the Great 
War we have had several three -fur- 
longs races confined to the mules of 
the Roynl Army Service Corps to fll 
up the programme whilst 1 “Y.C." 
event was not an unusual contest on 
a sunny Saturday afternoon. It is, 
however, Interesting to relate that a 
griMn could in these times compete 
in all the flat races without losing 
her status as a maiden, and winners 
carried no penalty at the annual big 
meeting, owing to the fact that thes. 
were | unofficial events, The at- 
tendances of racing fans as come 
pared with the present day were 
about one-third of our worst ralny 
meetings. 


It may also be of Interest to know 
that in those ood old days im- 
mediately after every annual race 
meeting, all the good 'uns owned by 
the big taipans .were shipped back 
to the northern ports, ‘some compet- 
ing in the Shanghai Race Club, 
Spring or Autumn mecting, whilst 
otaers found thelr way to the open

In# may, as a right, sleep out of bar- 
racks. ' 
* Soldiers under 21 years of age may 
also sleep out of barracks provided 
they reside locally with their parents, 
guardians, ete., or in such other cases 
as-the Commanding, OMcer may ap-

At present, the right now being ac- 
cording to all soldlers is only enjoyed 
by those not below the rank of ser- 
reant.

BRITISH BOOM 
IN SHIPBUILDING 


The British shipbuilding in- 
dustry is now enjoying a boom 
such as it has not experienced 
for many years.’ Returns re- 
cently issued by Lloyds Register 
of Shipping: show that the total 
tonnage of merchant véSsels 
under ‘construction in British- 
yards during the first three 
months of the current year was 
no less than 1,999,973. This is 
the highest quarterly total re- 
and is con- 
siderably greater than the total 
tonnage now under construction 
in the four leading forcign ‘coun- 
tries—Germany, Japan, the 
United States and Holland. As 
the world total (excluding 
Russia, from whom no returns 
have been received) was 2,882,- 
860, it follows that Britain is 
cent,.of.the 
world’s new tonnage. The actual 
number of vessels, including all 
types \ of merchantmen, now 
under construction -in British 
yards is 285, At the head of 
the list is the giant Cunard- 
White Star liner.at Clydebank, 
which will be slightly larger and 
faster than her sister ship, the 


Queen Mary. Reports from the 
various shipbuilding centres in 
the British Isles: indicate that 
the peak of employment and 
production has not yet been 
reached. New orders continue to 
be received, and there, is enough 
work on hand to keep the yards 
busy for many months shead. 
The foreign trade for ship- 
builders is likely to be profound- 
ly affected by the new “Export 
Guarantees Bill” which recently 
passed through Parliament. The 
new Act allows for the increase 
of the financial provision for 
export credit guarantees from 
£25,000,000 to °£60,000,000. 
Shipbuilding was previously ex- 
cluded from the scheme, but 
now that the schéme has been 
amended applications will be 
considered) for guarantees in 
respect of ocean-going vessels 
built in British.yards, and it is 
anticipated that several foreign 
countries will be ready to-take 
advantage of the new arrange- 
ment. It is a happy citcum- 
stance for this Colony that 
Hongkong is enjoying a big 
share of the new construction. 
Not for a very long period have 
local yards been so busy as they 
are now. «Actunily, Hongkong 
has more tonnage under con- 
struction than many of the 
lending shipbuilding nations of 
the world, and ‘there. is no 
evidence to show that there will 
bo any falling off in building in 
the near future. Indeed, the 
situation in Shanghai may have 
the result of diverting further 
orders to this Colony, which has 
won a high reputation for good 
work at reasonable costa.

The . recently-formed Hongkong 
Chinese Refugee Rellef Association 
has just apnotinced that it hag cotlect+ 
ed the magnificent sum of. over 
$40,000 in six days, 1 splended 
achlevement considering that the As- 
socintion Is only two weeks’ old. 
Two fnctora largely contributed to Sts 
Instantancous success, Firstly, the 
Associatfon is Humane In’ character 
and purpose, its primary object being 
to succour and relieve the multitudes 
of sufferers in Shanghai and other 
parts of Chinn. Secondly, the As- 
socintion {s directed by a Committee 
consisting pf leading ‘oral Chinese 
and representailves of varlous Chi- 
nese guilds and societics. The Com- 
mittee is being in turn vitpliscd by 
three: merchants -who- may -be called 
“The Triumvirate.” They: aro Mr, 
‘Ho Kom-tong, o.n.£., who Is the lead- 
ing spirit behind the whole ‘orzanisu- 
tion, Mr. Chau Slu-ng, the indefatl- 
gable Chairman of: Tung Woh 
Hospltsl, and Mr. Li Sing-kul, well- 
known as the Chairman of the 
Chinese General Chamber of Com- 
merce. With such feaders and a 
widely representative Committee, It 
is no wonder that a sum of, $40,000 
wus quickly subseribed tn six days. 

A door-to-door appeal for funds ts 
being Vundertaken in a Very un- 
obstrusive manner and the response 
hag exceeded oll expectations. Hony- 
kong {s determined to respond os 
gencrously in 1937 as she did in 
1932, Se 

At present the sum of $20,000 has 
been forwarded to the Cantonese 
Guild in ‘Shanghal. This sum is 
urgently necessary to succour Can. 
tonese refurces because while foreign. 
ers can leave Shanghal on various 
refugce ships and while Northern 
Chinese can return to their villages, 
there are thousands of Cantonese 
families who cannot be evacuated 
from the bombarded areus simply be- 
cause there are no ships to take them 
safely back to.Canton or to the 
country. 2 

Non-Chinese ships are reluctant to 
take Chinese refugees and thus 
Cantonese civilians are having a hard 
time of it in Shanghal. The alloca- 
tion of $20,000 for their relict shows 
wisely the funds are being 
spent. In addition to this $10,000 is 
being sent to Nanking for the Central 
Refugee Relief Fund. This shows 
that the Committee is snxious not 
merely to help Cantonese sufferers’ 
but Chinese victims generally. 

Then, in order to demonstrate {ts 

thoroughness, the Committee. has 
handed to Mr. Alfred Morrics $5,000 
for the local St. John Ambulance: unit 
soing to Shanghai to minister to the 
Wounded. : 
. Contributors to this fund will thus 
know where their money fs poing to, 
and for what purpose ond in what 
manner it Is belng spent, 

In order.to sustain the present 
tense enthusiasm among its many 
supporters, the Association is arrang- 
ing a serics of Chinese theatrical 
performances next week at the Ko 
Sling Theatre. Tiekets for five con- 
secutive nights, costing $50 for the 
series, are nearly all sold out. These 
performances promise to be better 
than anything that Hongkong has 
seen. As all the Stars of the Chinese 
theatrical firmament will shine in the 
brightness of thelr combined lights, 
this series promises to ‘be memorable 
in more senses than one, 

But money is still urgently required 
as the task of relief is a formidable

Looking back some twenty ycars ago, it might be of interest. 
to recall that our racing of China ponies held during the summer 
months was then known as the Gymkhana Mectings and it was run 


by a scparate organisation, the

more than half a dozen races on the 
cord 
tent-pegging, lemon-cutting, polo 
scurry or a distance handicap event 
at every meeting. . During the Great 
War we have had severa] three fur- 
longs races confined to the mules of 
the Royal Army Service Corps to fill 
up the programme whilst a ‘'V.C.” 
‘levent was not an unusual contest on 
a sunny Sattrfay afternoon. It is, 
however, interesting to relate that a 
griMin could In these times compete 
in ‘all the flat races without losing 
her status as a maiden,-and winners 
carried no penalty at the annual big 
meeting, owing to the fact that they 
were unofficial events. The at- 
tendances | of racing fans as com- 
pared with the present day were 
about one-third of our worst rainy 
mectings. 


It may also be of interest to know 
Hhat in those good old days im- 
mediately after cvery. annual race 
mecting, all the good ‘uns owned by 
the big taipans were shipped back 
to the northern ports, some compct- 
ing in the Shanghai Race Club, 
Spring or Autumn, meeting, whilst 
otners found their way to the open 
ficlds for the purpose of chewing 
the grass. It will thus be seen that 
the Gymkhana meetings were, 
though I may be wrong, confined to 
the small frys as the cash prizes were 
unremunerative to the big owners 
who had to make thelr stables (so to 
speak) a paying proposition. 


ABSORBED BY JOCKEY CLUB 


With the return of the late Hon. 
Mr. J: Johnstone “(a big owner and 
a first class jockey) in 1920 to reside 
here permanently In the interest of 
Messrs. Jardine, Matheson & Co. 
and followed in 1921 by.the transfer 
of the late Hon. Mr. A. G. Stephen 
(another keen racing owner) a3 the 
local chief manager of the Hongkong 
and Shanghai Banking Corporation, 
the Hongkong Gymkhana Club was 
soon absorbed by the Hongkong 
Jockey Club and racing on the whole’ 
was revolutionised. Space docs not 
permit to give a full account, but 
briefly o griffin started at these sub- 
sequent race meetings was no longer 
eligible te run as such at the Annual 
Carnival whilst a novice jockcy 
winning a race was considered ag an 
oficlal mount.

It was obviously to be expected 
that with the offering of advantage- 
ous ensh prizes, the Interest in racing 
would undoubtedly be increased 
twofold.

Racial Hotch-Potch 


Nationalism in Scotlind seems te 
me to have much akin to the German 
temperament, and I should be hor- 
rifled to see a Nazi regime in. Scot-, 
land. Tye a feeling that it would be 
even more fierce than it is in Ger- 
many, because the races are so much 
more mixed, even by tongues—the 
Gace in the North, the Norse 
nround Aberdeen, and the Irish, 
French, ond English in the South. A 
weeding out of —non-Caledonian 
elements would probably leave the 
population at a couple of hundred. 


I think I have discovered some- 
thing about the Scots—or maybe 
someone else discovered it before me. 
It is that the Scot gathers seme one

I find otherwise enlightened folk 
going off the deep and over a clan 
whose feudal forefathers killed their 
(eudul forefathers,” and when one 
looks into it their family connection 
with their clan is probably as remote 
as some Miicmillionaire in) present- 
day America. But it Is a precept in 
Scotland to be proud of your clan 
ond your ancestors, Why, I can't

In the same way, I think 
nationalism is becoming 1 precept in 
Scotland, Some friends of mince 
were annoyed the other day because 
an Amicrican sald that most Scotsmen 
speak the same language as the 
English. Don’t they? I -haven't 
noticed I needed on ‘ interpreter, 
except-for a word here and there, 
any more than I should in Yorkshire 
or Somerset. Even Edinburgh folk 
don't understand Aberdeen dintect. 
As a precept nationallsm’ becomes | 
doyzmatic and aggressive, not flexible 
and critical, which would allow for 
growth of the best Jn natlonal ciflture 
and character. | 


Scotland, by all means, must 
develop a culture of her own and not 
walt for anyone  elsc—England, 
France, America, or the North ‘Pole. 
But what Scotland must do is to 
critlelse herself, not blame all the 
anomalies of her posifion on some- 
body else. 


Think Internationally : 


Scotsmen would do well to forget 
thelr nationality for a while and think 
more internationally, I think thelr 
natlonol attractions are like ‘the 
pounds and can look after them- 
selves—they. always seem to survive 
any moment of travel abroad.
